The assault obviously was deliv­ 
ered with a view to relieving press­ 
ure on the Australian forces locked 
in combat with the Japanese near 
the village of loribaiwa, on the 
southern slopes of the lofty Owen 
Stanley mountains. 
T bs fighting in th at area, which 
the Japanese reached W ednesday 
a fter a swift eight-mile advance, 
apparently had abated som ewhat in 
intensity, the Allied communique 
describing the action as sporadic. 
A spokesman at Allied headquar­ 
ters, however, said th a t both Bides 
were busily m aneuvering for posi­ 
tion, and it appeared probable that 
the lull would be short-lived. 
Australians w ere reported coun­ 
tering Japanese tactics with their 
•w n flanking m ovements and in­ 
filtration and this w as taken here 
to mean a stiffening of resistance 
against the Invader. 
Typical of the sporadic fighting 
which replaced the heavier combat 
was one jungle skirmish in which 
the Australians said they killed at 
least 40 Japanese and forced the 
remaining m em bers of the enem y 
units to flee.

OTTAWA, Sept. 18—The Cana­ 
dian government disclosed today 
that 
two-thirds of the Canadian 
armed force used in the Dieppe 
raid Aug. 19 was lost, dead, wound­ 
ed or missing, and said that "a very 
high price was paid" considering 
what was gained. 
The governm ent announced that 
5,000 Canadian troops were used in 
the attack. 
Canadian 
casualties, 
which had been announced earlier, 
totaled 3,350. 
A 4.000-word review issued 
by 
Defense M inister J. L. Ralston, the 
first comprehensive official state­ 
ment on the operation, summed up 
the raid as follows: 
“ For lessons learned and the ad­ 
vantages gained, the forces, and 
particularly the land forces, paid 
a very heavy price.” 
The Canadian arm y furnished all 
but a small part of the land forces 
and suffered 3,350 casualties—170 
killed, 633 wounded and 2,547 miss­ 
ing — in the costliest Canadian 
military operation of the war. 
Chance Encounter Cited

losses,

said, “ were probably due in part 
to the m isfortune” of a chance en 
counter with an escorted German 
tanker in the English channel.

Roosevelt Order Gives 
Nelson Full Rubber Control

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt Issued an executive 
order today formally authorizing 
Chairman Donald Nelson of the war 
Production Board to assume full 
responsibility for the nation's rub­ 
ber program and defining the pow­ 
ers of rubber administration Wil­ 
liam M. Jeffers. 
Jeffers, working under Nelson, is 
empowered to direct the Rubber 
Reserve Company and other sub­ 
sidiaries of the RFG’, the Office 
of 
Petroleum 
Coordination, 
the 
board of economic warfare. Office 
of defense Transportation, Office of 
Price 
Administration, departm ent 
of agriculture, and other agencies 
to execute his orders. 
Full compliance shall be accorded 
directives by the federal agencies 
concerned, the order read. 
It specified that the Office of 
Petroleum Coordination, headed by 
Interior Secretary lekes, under di­ 
rection of the rubber director, shall 
conduct development research in 
the production of butadiene from

Nazi Thrust From Northwest Section 
Fails In House-To-House Battle; 
Fight Flares At Veronezh

MOSCOW, Sept.. 18—Taking a stand with the precipitous 
banks of the Volga at their very backs, the defenders of Stal­ 
ingrad have counter-attacked and wiped out two enemy wedg­ 
es within the city in a supreme, last-ditch effort to save the 
great manufacturing center from the Germans, the Russians 
said today. 
The Germans precipitated this bitter and thus far suc­ 
cessful Russian counter-action by rushing into the city proper 
from the northwestern outskirts, and pushing almost to tho 
cliffs overhanging the west bank of the Volga. 
With no choice between counter-attack and surrender, 
the Russians took their stand. 
A terrible battle flamed along the tree-lined avenues leading to 
the riverfront. The first German units Which had speared through the 
city, pointed by tanks, we're forced back. The struggle continued la 
mounting violence with the enem y trying to fortify him self in the 
northw estern fringe ef Stalingrad. 
Two successive German efforts to take Stalingrad by storm were 
reported repulsed in the last 24 hours. 
The first penetration Into the city’s streets, announced In last 
night’s Russian communique, has been repulsed. The mid-day bulletin 
said that two battalions of enemy infantry again rushed Into one of 
the streets but were forced to retreat after severe hand-to-hand fighting. 
New Offensive Opened Near Voronezh 
Meanwhile the Red army was credited with a new offensive In tho 
Voronezh area, about 300 m iles northw est of Stalingrad. 
Red Star, the Russian army newspaper, said that an artillery, 
mortar and aerial bombardment to soften the German positions and 
plow paths through the enem y m inefields, barbed wire system s and 
Drypoints was followsd by an Infantry advance in several sectors.

Dr. Monaelesser got to thinking 
and studying and he found that 
the venom of most poisonous "var­ 
m ints” has an elem ent in it which 
paralyzes the peripheral nerves- 
it Is called the “neurotoxin.” 
He 
took the idea to Dr. Calmette, of 
Paris, who, after experiments, se­ 
lected cobra venom and was able 
to isolate the neurotoxic element 
In practically pure form, and orc 
using it on patient* with painful 
afflictions, he found that it stopped 
the pain in 
a 
large num ber of 
cases. 
Used For Arthritis 
Now cobra venom is procurable 
at your corner drug store, put up 
in sterile ampoules ready to use. 
I know a woman who wa* miser­ 
able with arthritis for years who 
takes cobra venom regularly three 
times a week, and while it has not 
changed the stiffness of the Joints, 
it has made life comfortable and 
bearable for her. 
It may take a good deal of cour­ 
age on the part of your doctor to 
tell you he intends to shoot cobra 
venom into you and it may startle 
and frighten you at first. 
But as 
a m atter of experience, there are 
few disagreeable reactions. 
In most cases it produces no 
symptoms whatever except that in 
a few days your pain getg better. 
And it has great advantages over 
other pain killers such as aspirin 
and 
morphine, 
which 
sometimes 
have to be used but which require 
larger and larger doses to be effec­ 
tive and cause disagreeable side 
effects, such as constipation and 
nausea. Cobra venom can be used 
in any case of prolonged, intract­ 
able pain. 
Use Of Bee Venom 
Another 
accidental 
observation 
led to the employment of another 
venom— bee venom. 
Some doctor 
with one of those minds that keeps 
relating up unrelated things found 
that bee keepers never got arthri­ 
tis: and they were always being 
stung by bees. 
So he put these to­ 
gether and the result is we have 
the bee venom treatm ent for arth ­ 
ritis. 
Again, it is only a pain kill­ 
er—it does not change the bony 
deposits in the Joints. 
But relief 
from pain is about the most im­ 
portant thing the arthritis patient 
craves. 
You can also get bee venom at 
the corner drug store. The dosage j 
is IO bee stings. I don't knowr how- 
big the bees are that make up the j 
IO stings, nor how’ much venom I 
they throw in per sting. But there 
you are. 
Morphine Possible 
The problem of the patient with 
severe regular pain Is one which 
troubles physicians constantly. No 
one likes to prescribe the sover­ 
eign pain killer, morphine, except 
for a single or at m ost three or 
four doses. 
Aspirin helps some 
cases if given in large quantities. 
I have a friend who last year 
had a pain around one rib that 
nearly drove him crazy all sum­ 
mer and no cause for it could ever 
be found. Bee venom finaJly fixed 
him up.

venom fall—one is the use of vita­ 
min B, and liver extract In the 
vein, another the exposure of the 
region 
of the spinal 
ganglia 
to 
X-ray.
